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I T WHS early m. in March of the year 1956 that the 
need of sf aning a mmeum was felt in the tbrmcr State 
of Kota. At tbai time the late Dr. A. S. /Mtekar, the 
ihcD Professor of Banaras Hindu University had given 
lu5 exploratory tour rqjort to the Covemmeut after exploring 
about 14 rites near almut Kou. He Itad slmoed at length 
the historical and cultural importance of the region In hb 
report. It was owing to t his that the former Director General 
of Archaeology — Rai Bahadur K. N. DIkshit paid a hurried 
visit to this rc^on and saw conservation work done at certain 
temples. Ra) Bahadur was not satished ^vith it. He 
persuaded the Maharaja of the former State of Kota to 
establish a dcpartinent of Archaeology and the State 
Government in the year 1943 desired its State historian and 
the then Vicc-Princip^ of Herbert College, Dr. M. L. 
Sharmat to collect inscriptions and sculptures for the museum, 
which was proposed to be established at Kota. A\^en 
about a hundred pieces of sculptures were collected, Kota 
Museum was established in the year 1945-46, It remained 
a purely archaeological museum till 1951, when this museum 
was taken over by the Archaeology and Museums Department 
of the Governmem of Rajasiltan. Since then iu gradual 
expansion started. The hfuseum was transferred from the 
Brajarilas Palace to the Hawa Mahal, Thanks arc due 
to the keen interest shown by the enlightened ruler of Kota, 
Maharao Bhim Singh, for the gifl of a good deal of cultural 
materia] to the Museum, 

At present there are, in the main, the following five sections 
in tlie Museum but these have been divided into several sub¬ 
sections according lo the da.ssLiication of exltibits to suit the 
needs of visitors and the limitation of space in the building. 
These sub-sections have been dealt with in detail in the 
Catalogue.

archaeological SECTION; 

The Museum has got from diSerent places of the region 
about tw'o hundred sculptures and inscriptions belonging to 
diliercni periewis. In the numismadc section are preserved 
a number of coins, discovered from the various sites of the 
Kota State. * GcncraDy, the sculptures belong to the period 
from the Sill to the rath century A.D, During this period 
Atni, Baran, Ramgadh, Vilas and Badoli dourished as great 
centres of plastic art. In the numismatic seeiion art 
preserved a number of coins discovered from various sites 
of the fomter Kota State. 

Important sculptures of the Museum are .^eshashayl 
Vishnu from BadoU, Jain Sculpture of Vardhaman from 
Baran and a dauciiig pair from Airu. 

In the Museum are displayed only eight inscribed pieces, 
the oldest one being of 238 A.D., Vikrama from Badava 
Village, situated at a distance of 35 tnlles east of Kota. 


PAINTINGS SECTION: 

The Painting Section of the Museum displays in it 
some of the unique and rare pieces of pictorial an. ITie 
paintings of the Srimad BMgavata of the late j6th and early 
tyth centuries are most exquisite from the point of view 
of workmanship. Besides the Bhagemata paintings, there are 
displayed in the Museum several paintings of Bundi, Kota, 
Natbadwara and Jaipur Schools. 


MANUSCRIPTS SECTION OR 
THE SARASWATl BHANDAR: 

This is a section dealing Vith manuaenpts, illustrated 
and unUlustrated ones, It is one of tlie most important 
sections of the Museum. It contains thousandb of 
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ftianuscripb in Saniikrit language. The subjects of manu¬ 
scripts include the V^eda, asironamy and astrolo^. Some 
manuscripts in Hindi arc pmerved in it. Among the 
v^rorks of calligraphy may be menlioned CUd^ written in 
the minutest iettas on apaper-scroU measuring5' xS', 7/10’. 
The wrhole Bhdgavaia is also written on a scroll of 3l'x6o',
